Dominican  President  Leonel  Fernandez  on  October  5 to  raise 
point-by-point  reftel  demarche  on  the  Department's 
requirement  that  individuals  recently  appointed  as  Consul 
General  New  York  and  Consul  General  San  Juan  must  begin 
renunciation  of  current  Amcit/LPR  status  before  October  25. 
Ambassador  advised  of  Department's  intention  to  make  public 
their  status  and  the  fact  that  no  Dominican  Consul  General 
for  New  York  had  been  accredited  since  January  2004. 

^3.  (C)  President  Fernandez  was  clearly  uncomfortable  with  the 
requirement.  It  appeared  that  he  was  facing  political 
difficulties.  He  asked,  "Can't  we  obtain  a waiver?"  The 
Ambassador  undertook  to  convey  his  request  for  a waiver  to 
the  Department,  although  without  offering  any  prospect  of 
such  a waiver.
